The President la^t Monday sent 
to Congress a special message on 
the financial situation, urging 

ppi i dy action to protct th credit 
of the l onntry. Tlie trouble is not 
with III ■ n \i nio s. as suHuient are 
now being received under the new 
taritl law to meet the expenditures. 
The trouble is in keeping enough 
((old to meet the obligations of the 
government, ibe usual demand for 
gold being produced by the conspir- 
acy of (;olil liiit:s, eastern linnks and 
capitalists, and the weulliiy men 
who want to force the issue ol bonds 
for investment. These liave evi- 
dently laid deliberate plans to 
keep tho Treasury drained of gold. 
They succeed well enough to fhake 
con'tiilence and injure credits and 
cause the people to hoard gold. 

As many persons do not under- 
stand Itow it is that this drain can 
go on so steadily we publish the 
following from President Cleve 
land's message, which clearly ex- 
plains the possibilities under the 
financial laws now in force: 

' The most danji'-'ous atni irrila- 
tilii; 'eaflire c t' tin- situa'ion, bow- 
ever, IS found ill tile 'neuns by 
which the Treasury is despuileil of 
the gold thus obtained without 
canceling a single Governnient ob- 
ligation and solely for .he benefit 
of those who find pn lit in th piiiH!; 
it abroad or whose tears induce 
lln in to hoard it at home. We 
have outstanding about tivu hun. 
drtd millioDs of currency cotes of 
the Government, for which gold 
may be demanded, and curiously 
eiioii{;h the law rt i|uirt s ibal wlien 
presented mid in fact rtdeeuied and 
paid in gold, lliey shall lie re- 
issued. Thus the same notes. may 
do duty many limes in drawing 
gold from the treasury , ii tc m the 
process be arrested as long as pri- 
vate panic.- lor prolit or otherwise 
see an advantage in lepealing the 
operaiioii. 

More than $30U,000,(XA) in iLtst 
noteit has already been redeemed 
in gold and nulwiihtsiuuding such 
redemption, ihsy are still ouutnnii- 
ilig. .•';nce ,1 all 17, Is'J l, our hoi.a- 
ed interest-hearing ileht has lieeii 
increased |lUl,llili,nu;l lor the pin- 
pose of ublaiuiog gold lu replenish 
our coin reserve. Two issues were 
made, amounting to |50,(XX),U00 
eauii — one in Jaiiuary and tlie other 
in November. As a result uf the 
first issuo there was reuiized some- 
thing oloMi than: |68,00O;D00. in 
gold. 

Between that issue and the suc- 
ceeding one in Nov., comprisiug 
a period of about lOumnth?, nearly 

lll.io.ili ii.im in i;old was drawn 
from the 'I'reasury. This made the 
second issue necessary, and upon 
that more than |d8,0U0,(XIU iu gold 
was again realised. Between t!ie
